A centralized 
system is deemad impracticle for the maintenance of law enforcement 
services because of tne geographic Location of large residential areass 
and the ghortage of quaaified potice personnes, The Police Department 
is also responsible for firefighting, and, wniie their record of fire 
control is excellent and the Yire Brigade remains sufficient unaer Police 
Department control, most police officials feel it is an added baraen 


which hampers effecient police operations. lt is considered a negative 


infinence tor personnel with the added cbhligations from the requirement 


that all police personne. must be trained in the use of fire equipment 
-and in firefighting methods, A shortage of personnel is also a preblem 


at this time.
